Frankfurt municipal authorities aim 
with this campaign to appease citizens 
who are distressed at the number of 
detours and diversions on the city’s roads 
necessitated by the underground budding 
plans. 

So, punning on the German expression 
for "topfess”, which is oben oluie, (lit- 
erally, “with nothing up top”) die ad- 
vertising agency employed by the Frank- 
furt municipal authorities lias come up 
with tiie slogan: Oben ohne Umlcitnngcn, 
koine U-Balin-BmisteUcn, dajtir morgen 
sclinellcr uniat mil tier U-Bahn (Without 


diversions up top we could not build the 
tube for faster travel down below). 

Frankfurt’s press secretary Joachim Pe- 
ter asked leading officials if he could go 
ahead with this gag and they gave their 
approval. But Herr Peter did not show tiie 
city fathers die poster until it was com- 
pleted and posted, ”1 didn't want to 
trouble their consciences!” lie said. 

His idea for the first such advert in this 
country came to him when he was in 
Vienna. A local government poster there 
depicted a naked girl, but she had her 
arms placed in strategic positions. 

Graphic artist Christof Gassner and 
photographer Gabriele Lorcnzer-Walther, 
two young members of the advertising 
profession in Frankfurt were assigned to 
create the poster. 

Their model was attractive 19 year-old 


Petra Mttller from Cologne, who had just 
finished training as a fashion model and 
was glad to have a chance to give herself 
some publicity in tills way. 

The photo session lasted several hours. 
Petra posed as beat music played, but 
only after several reels of film had landed 
in the waste bin was the history -making 
picture perfected. Cheeky, dynamic, full 
of youthful zest, a sight for sore eyes, but 
far-removed from porn. 

Scarcely was the paste dry on the first 
poster before collectors phoned the town- 
hall and asked for a copy of the poster 
for their collection. 

Needless to say one anonymous spoil- 
sport has already phoned the town-hall 
and complained about “decadence”.

C arlo Schmid, the Bundestag Presi- 
dent, wished members a good holi- 
day and set Wednesday 16 September 
("the exact time will be announced lat- 
er*'.) for the next session of the Bundes- 
tag, before allowing members to leave 
shortly after eleven o’clock on 19 June 
for the summer recess. 

None of them should bank on the first 
se ss i on Juiiu g-as Jnta AO 
however. The chances of special sessions 
arc greater this summer than during any 
previous recess. 

In spite of this, it is time to draw up a 
balance of the present Bundestag's first 
year. Statistics on debates, divisions and 
laws passed are less important then Bun- 
destag internal development since the par- 
liamentary year started last October. 

Since Willy Brandi was elected Chancel- 
lor last year Opposition parliamentary 
party leader Rainer Barzei has reached (he 
point where he is ready to challenge the 
Chancellor for office . 

There is the uncertainly about future 
majorities even though the governing 
Social and Free Democrats {SPD and 
FDP) won all the important divisions in 
spite of their narrow numerical superiori- 
ty. 

One of the most striking points is that 
the political climate has deteriorated and 
the atmosphere has become poisoned, 
together with the state of personal rela- 
tionships, as can be seen in public con- 
frontations.

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M uch admirable work lias been done 
in America simplifying learning 
and teaching methods so that greater 
effectiveness is achieved. These develop- 
ments could well be introduced into the 
calamitous situation prevailing in the Fed- 
eral Republic. 

Tliis at any rate was the impression of 
those taking nart in a congress at Maun* 
henn iraue school eril w ways tlr 
learn and teach - work done here ami in 
America." 

It seems as if our present situation 
resembles dial of the United States in the 
fifties — we are afraid that others will 
overtake us. 

And vve are miming the risk of making 
the same mistake as America - being 
over-eager in (lie field of, education and 
hastening everything along without any 
coordination. 

The few comprehensive schools existing 
at present in the Federal Republic are np| 
able to discuss and develop (heir ideas 
jointly. 

The two basic questions when doveluiv 
ing a new school system are what learning 
aims pre worth die pupil’s time and how 
the teacher is to lead the pupil to this 
end. 

These were also the main topics at the 
Mannheim congress., organised jointly by 
the American Consulate General in Stutt- 
gart, (he Institute of Educational Plan- 
niug ami Study Information in Stuttgart 
a 1 id Heidelberg’s Scluinpann Society.

Most of the interviewed said that the 
mentally ill were changeable, in com- 
prehensible and insecure. When asked 
how they saw themselves, the people of 
Bremen said that they were more hard- 
working than talented, clever, strong or 
flexible. 

When asked whether they would be 
cautious when with" a person recently 
discharged from a mental hospital, 75 per 
cent also believed that those discharged 
would have a relapse. 

Many of those interviewed believed 
that anyone who had once had psychia- 
tric treatment should no longer take care 
of' children. Living with people with 1 a 
psychiatric history would cauie trouble in 
the end,' some of the interviewed said, as 
there would be arson or furniture would

The reason is that maried 
folk have more of value to defend than a 
person living alone. There is the security 
of their small group in general and the 
wellbeing of their offspring in particular. 

Professor Wieser would like to sec mo- 
dern informational methods reduce this 
fear and mistrust. “Public relations work 
should show the population the reasons 
for their vague fears and thus reduce their 
prejudice.” 

Professor Wieser argues that insight 
into the connection between the insecuri- 
ty embodied by the mentally sick and the 
person’s own fears may help to damp 
down the tense relationship.

Motor industry conference to discuss 
technological progress

In order to foige links between auto* 
mative and other specialists and media 
men a conference is held eveiy other year 
between motor shows. This year the topic 
was technological progress, one of the 
ptnars of increasing industrial prosperity. 

Bnmn, the association's president, the 
two days each began with a major paper 
on economic topics. 

The one, given by Professor Ott, was 
entitled “Economic Growth and Techno- 
logical Progress,” the other, delivered by 
Professor Seidenfus, dealt with “The In- 
fluence of the Motor-Car on the Develop- 
ment of Productivity in die Transport 
Sector.” 

Without going into details of what were 
at times extemely complex theoretical 
considerations it can be noted that tech- 
nological progress in motor vehicle con- 
struction between 1952 and 1 965 has, as a 
result of capital expenditure, invariably 
been labour-saving. 

Production growth is, according to the 
calculations of Professor Ott, forty per 
cent attributable to technological pro- 
gress. At the same time labour producti- 
vity increased by almost seventy per cent. 

An extraordinarily practical and ins- 
tructive contribution towards debate was 
made by Herr Harlwieli, a Volkswagen 
engineer, who dealt with “Modern Muiui*

The latest inno- 
vation is computerised machine tools au- 
tomatically set by means of numbered 
programmes.
